Burnt, Mont., Nov. 23. — It is discov- 
ered that the tire which is raging in the 
Anconda and St. Lawrence mines, 
caught in the 400-foot level of the St. 
Lawrence, and as the two mines are con- 
nected on every level down to the 800 
foot of the Anaconda, the tire has com- 
municated itself to both. The men who 
are supposed to be imprisoned in the 800- 
foot level of the Anaconda have been 
given up and all the shafts, drifts and 
slopes of the two mines have been bulk- 
headed to try to smother the tire. 

The men who fell from the cage in the 
St. Lawrence are still lying at the bot- 
tom of the shaft, notwithstanding the 
efforts that have been made to reach 
their bodies.

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FRANCE STILL HESITATING. 



Tbe Subject to Be Brought Up In the 

Chamber of- I)*pntle« — The Brasilian 

Minister Reeelres Some In format Ian 

D I reef From the New Republic. 

London, Nov. 25. — Deputy Hubbard, j 
of the French chamber of deputies, has 
announced his intention of questioning 
the government, whether the French re- 
public propones to recognize the republic 
of Brazil. The general impression is 
that the reply will be to the effect that 
precedent forbids recognition of the pro- 
visional government, but that as soon as 
the constituent assembly which is to be 
called by the provisional government has 
announced a definitive form of govern- 
ment on the authority of the people of 
the country, France will hasten to recog- 
nize the sister republic. 

It is likely that this attitude will fail 
to satisfy tlie more radical members of 
the chamber, and that they will insist 
upon some immediate action being taken 
to show that France prefers the Repub- 
lican form of government in BraziL 
There is a general feeling manifested 
among Republicans and Radicals 
throughout Eun »pe that danger exists of 
a reaction towards monarchism in Bra- | 
zil. and that such governments of Europe ! 
as are of the ]iopular type should give ’ 
countenance so far as possible to the rev- , 
dutionists at Rio. 

This is considered appropriate, also, as 
a legitimate offset to the secret but nev- 
ertheless undoubted efforts of the mon- 
archists throughout Europe to create 
sentiment and. if possible, effect tangible 
aid for their representative, who has 
beeu dismissed from service in South 
America. It is openly asserted in Paris | 
that the pope is also intriguing in favor j 
of this movement to bring about the res- j 
toration of tlie Bourbon dynasty in : 
Brazil. 

It is not considered possible or advisa- 
ble to seek the replacement of Dom 
Pedro himself, but it is hoped that cir- 
cumstances will arise which will make it 
possible to secure the throne for his 
grandson, who has some popular quali- 
ties and would probably receive the 
warm allegiance of many Brazilians who 
would prefer the empire to a republic, 
provided the former were administered 
in a little more progressive fashion than 
was possible in the latter years of Dom 
Pedro's reign, hampered as it was by the 
bigotry and ultra conservati viam of the 
Princess Isabella and her adherents. 

The French and Spanish republicans 
are anxious to prevent any step being 
taken to further this-acheme, and they 
are endeavoring to' secure action by 
their government's similar to that taken 
by the little Swiss confederation, which 
has not hesitated to instruct its repre- 
sentative in Brazil to recognize the pro- 
visional government as the legitimate 
successor of the empire. 

News Received at Washington. 

Washington, Nov. 25. — Dr. Valente, 
the Brazilian minister has reoeived the 
following cablegram from Ruy Barbora. 
the minister of finance of the provisional 
government, at Rio Janeiro: 

•'All the provinces have signified their 
adherence to the republic and provi- 
sional government without any resistance 
or protest. The government in each 
state is being rapidly organized. A de- 
cree of the provisional government has 
extended the right of suffrage to all citt- 
erns except only those unable to read or 
write. The archbishop, the head of the 
chuirh, has conferred his solemn bene- 
diction upon the new government and 
the repultlic." 

Dr. Valente places no credence what- 
ever in the published reports coming 
from Europe, hinting at instability of 
the new government and probable break- 
ing up of Brazil into three separate states. 
He regards the republic as fixed and per- 
manent and that the new congress, 
which will be elected under the enlarged 
suffrage proposed bv the provisional gov- 
ernment will complete the organization 
of the new republic in manner entirely 
satisfactor y to the people of B raziL

Eaten of Meat. 

As a rule the meat eater lives more 
rapidly than the vegetarian, is much more 
likely to overfeed and give his excretory 
apparatus too much to do, and so far is 
more liable to disease. This is a matter 
he should take into consideration, for 
there is no doubt that most of us eat too 
much meat for continuance of health, 
especially so if the animal has not 
been carefully fed. and nurtured, and 
properly killed, with sufficient loss of 
blood. It is here probably, and in insuf- 
ficient or improper cooking and keeping, 
that danger from ptomaines (cadaveric 
alkaloids — alkaloids which form in a 
dead animal body) arises. These are 
probably most dangerous In badly killed 
and cooked meats on the second, third 
and fourth days.

Bayreuth was well selected by Wagner 
as the place for the production of his 
music dramas. Situated in a broad and 
quiet valley, it is the place for “sweet 
melancholy and the harmony of soft 
sounds.” At the close of the rammer. 
Inward the festival time, a delicate haze 
falls upon the landscape and softens the 
outlines of tne blue hills that rise upon 
every side. The Wagner theatre is as 
skillfully set as the scenes of its finest 
operas. Probably no playhouse in the 
history of the stage lias been more poeti- 
cally situated. Its surroundings invite 
contemplation and repose. At a mile’s 
distance from tlie sleepy little town, it 
rests on a level spot near tlie crest of a 
long wooded slope. A narrow avenue, 
densely shaded, with a broad walk on 
one side, leads to it. Tlie building itself, 
an irregular mass of red brick and stone, 
blazes out in relief against the back- 
ground of forest Cultivated trees, arch- 
ed and trimmed, darken the ascent from 
the town; but behind, old woods, with 
unkept glades and tangled roads, mingle 
tlie rustle of their leaves with the strains 
of the great German master. 

RICH TOIUCTS. 

The avenue curves to the right in 
front of the edifice and encircles it, as 
the public entrances are at the sides. 
By this way all the carriages arrive, de- 
positing their occupants at the right en- 
trance. The two arms of the bifurcat- 
ing avenue separate from the theatre 
tlie two restaurants, the only eating 
places on the grounds. All the walks 
and drives about the theatre are free to 
the public. On a festival day an im- 
mense crowd of gapers assembles about 
the right entrance to watch the carriages 
unload. A large proportion of these 
persons are women and girls, attracted 
by the prospect of seeing the fine turn- 
outs of the visitors. Nor are they mis- 
taken, for there is rarely seen a finer 
collection of toilets than those which 
gather there. It is like a dream of 
beauty to stand at the entrance on an 
August afternoon. In an hour’s loiter- 
ing there I saw more beautiful women 
than I had ever seen before, even in the 
capitals of the world. Countesses and 
duchesses of all realms, men and women, 
young and old, rich in birth, wealth and 
position, alighted in succession. One 
young English lady, who wa3 accom- 
panied hy a Frenchman of distinguished 
appearance, and who might have been 
a daughter of the gods, she was so tall 
and fair, had some difficulty in getting 
within, so closely did the eager crowd 
surround her. 

About a moment before the beginning 
of the opera a little brass band blows a 
note of warning from the front porch. 
Then the doors are closed, and nobody 
can get in thereafter until the end of the 
act. So scrupulously is this rule ob- 
served that it is said that a member of a 
royal family, a few seconds too late, was 
once compelled to wait till the next act. 
On entering one sees the audience stand- 
ing up, in order to give holders of inside 
seats a chance to take them. There are 
no center aisles, all entrance to seats 
being at the sides of the hall. 

THE PERFORMANCE. 

Suddenly down go the lights. That is 
the signal, and there is a great rustling 
of clothes and banging of seats. Then 
the lights die down still further, till you 
can see nothing of the man in front of 
you. There is silence for about half a 
minute. No orchestra is in sight, and

The Mysterious Ufa aud Philaathraph; 

Services of Judge Milo OIlu. < 

The death of Judge Milo Olin removed 
a singular character from Georgia. A 
man who lived the life of a recluse, so 
retiring and unobtrusive was his daily i 
life that he was never heard of outside 
of the pale of his immediate neighbors 
except in time bf epidemics. He had 
perhaps the most singular and striking 
individuality of any man in Georgia. He 
was over six feet tall, slender, and bent 
with age. Long, white’ hair fell about 
his shoulders and a long, pointed beard 
reached nearly to his waist. Save where 
the use of snuff had stained his mustache 
his hair was white as snow. Within his 
crown of white hair was a long, wan j 
face with deep set eyes, a kind of benev- 
olent countenance, yet almost weird in 
its pallor. Tlie plainest sort of clothes 
covered his long, stooping form, and he 
looked like some old partisan of a former 
age. 

Milo Olin came to Augusta fifty years 
ago from New York. He practiced law, 
was, some time in the ’40's, clerk of 
tlie superior court, and subsequently 
elected a magistrate, which position he 
held for many years, and up to the time 
of his death. He was a singularly re- 
served man, and if anybody knows the ! 
story of his life that man is not known. 
He lived to himself. Seemingly he had 
torn himself away from the scenes and 
associations of his young life, and to no 
man, so far as is known, did lie ever tell 
his story. He had some friends, and ho 
was ever a faithful and ardent one to 
those he loved; but as in each succeeding 
year death had narrowed the little circ’n 
of his early associates lie did not seek to 
widen it, but withdrew more within him- 
self and grew more and more like a 
hermit. 

Most people believed that some great 
sorrow flung its blighting influence over 
his young life and saddened his whole 
career. What was its nature no one 
knows. It did not embitter, hut softened 
and hallowed his life. He seemed to | 
have taken the consecrating vows of 
philanthropy and charity. He went 
about doing good. A self appointed 
physician and nurse, no epidemic has oc- 
curred in forty years in the Bouth that 
Judge Milo Olin did not at once set out 
for the scene of pestilence and danger. 

During the yellow fever epidemic in 
Augusta a generation ago he had the 
fever, and as soon as he recovered wont 
to nursing others in Savannah, Memphis, 
Norfolk, Wilmington, Fernandina, New 
Orleans and Jacksonville. Wherever the 
dread disease was at work Judge Olin 
was to be found. He knew no fear. No 
case was too loathsome, no disease too 
dangerous to stop him in his work of 
humanity and cliarity. He was no pro- 
fessional nurse, charging high wages 
and getting rich on tlie misfortunes of 
his fellow men. lie refused all pay and 
presents from those he nursed back to 
life and strength, and reported to the re- 
lief committee for duty without wages 
of any kind. He was tender, tireless and 
intelligent. 

When he reached a patient's side he 
needed no physician to tell him what to 
do. He had more faith in his long expe- 
rience than he had in the medical train- 
ing of most physicians, and there was 
always a small mortality among the cases 
which lie nursed. Not only did he refuse 
money and costly presents, but he would 
accept no costly testimonials from the 
philanthropic. He bad hundreds of let- 
ters of thanks and gratitude, scores of 
complimentary resolutions, badges and 
testimonials from cities, societies and 
other organizations, but he never paraded 
them, and no one could elicit from him 
anything of his self sacrificing work for 
publication. When he entered a stricken 
city the press learned nothing from him 
of his heroic part and on his return home

“Talking about adventures in strange 
places,” said J. S. 11. Hodge, of Jones- 
ville, as he settled himself down in a 
three legged chair in the office, “one 
year ago I had an experience that I shall 
not soon forget or repeat In my neigh- 
borhood there are numbers of natural 
wells. These wells are round, and the 
walls are of rock. Some of these wells 
are very deep and others have no bottom. 

“One year ago my neighbor, Henry 
Turner, lost a calf, and after searching 
for it a week he decided that it had fallen 
in one of these unused wells and came to 
me for assistance. 1 told him that the 
calf was dead, but consented to go down 
the well. Descending to the depth of 
about forty feet I came to what I sup- 
posed was the bottom. Becoming ac- 
customed to the darkness, I discovered a 
long, horizontal cave in the rock. The 
lost calf had on a bell, and after listen- 
ing I heard the tinkling far off in the 
distance. Moreover it appeared to be 
partly submerged in water. The hunt 
was growing exciting, but I could not 
enter that dark hole, peopled with snakes 
by tlie imagination, by myself. Calling 
to tho top, I asked that another man 
come down with a lantern. My hrother 
came down, and we started on our jour- 
ney through the earth. Wc had to crawl, 
for the crevice was not more than three 
feet high. We had proceeded about 100 
yards when suddenly we came to a large 
cavern, which could not be measured in 
tlie darkness. Just before us was a 
body of water Into which tlie calf iiad 
fallen.

The number of 
species wliose habits, variations and dis- 
tribution are thoroughly understood is 
still smaller. Tlie life of the whale is 
passed with but little of it being visible, 
and it is not an approachable animal. 
What is known of its life lias been ob- 
tained at long range, and many errors 
have thereby crept in. All the romance 
about thrilling adventures in the capture 
of tlie whale have had their day. It is 
stilt regarded as a dangerous occupation, 
bat nothing like what it was in the past. 
You will hear no more stories of hand 
harpooning and the smoking line run- 
ning out over the how, tlie boat towed 
by a leviathan at lightning speed, and all 
those details that illuminated the old 
time stories of the sea. Now whales are 
killed with a bomb lance, fired as any 
other projectile, at a moderately long 
range. It carries an explosive substance 
that detonates when the lance enters the 
body of the whale. Tliat is the modern 
way. The whale is generally harpooned 
afterward in order to make it fast, and 
unless this is attempted before the whale 
is dead It is not attended with any danger. 

“What are some of the popular falla- 
cies in regard to whales?” 

“In the first place the greatest of them 
all is that the whale is a fish. It is a 
mammal with none of the characteristics 
of a fish, except that it exists in the wa- 
ter. An animal that nurses its young 
and has rudimentary hind legs could 
hardly correspond to a fish in any re- 
spect. In almost every cut of a whale 
you will see the animal rpouting a tre- 
mendous volume of water from its blow 
holes. This is purely an imaginary habit 
on the part of the whales. The blow 
boles of the whale correspond to the 
nostrils of other animals. When it comes 
to the surface to breathe it expels the air 
from its lungs witli a violent effort. Its 
nostrils are apt to be slightly under wa- 
ter, and tlie result is, a column of spray 
rises in the air. This has been mistaken 
in the distance by 'sailors for a column of 
water. When a whale had been har- 
pooned so that its lungs hail been pene- 
trated it is likely that the whale spouted 
blood and water through its nostrils, ami 
this has confirmed the original error 
when tho sailors observed it at close 
range. 

“Another popular error,” continued 
Professor True, “is that all whales fur- 
nish whalebone. The two great classifi- 
cations among whales are the toothed 
and tho whalebone varieties. Tlie sperm 
whale is a toothed whale, and the right 
whale is a whalelione whale. Tlie whale- 
bone in a good sized wliale is worth sev- 
eral hundreds of dollars. Tho toothed 
whales really have not much use for 
their teeth, as they cannot chew any- 
thing with them. They are merely a 
row of points tliat serve to grasp a fish 
or other kind of prey, and hold it until 
it can work it down its throaL Tlie 
teeth are only on the lower jaw. There 
are no molars among the teetli and' they 
cannot grind the food. Then the jaw is 
not hung so that it can do anything more 
than snap. Tlie whalebone whale uses 
the fringe of whalebone around the up- 
per jaw in lieu of teeth. It strikes a 
school of shellfish, whicli abound in great 
numbers in the sea, and when it gets 
them in its mouth it closes its jaws. The 
water is squeezed otlt and the whole 
swallows everything that is left.” 

“Have any species been exterminated?” 

“From what we know it is not prob- 
able. For a few years tlie right whale 
disappeared totally from the North 
American coast. None were stranded, 
and there was no evidence that any more 
were in existence. A year or two ago 
one or two specimens were seen, and now 
they are reasonably plentiful again. 
Whether they disappeared because they 
were pursued by man or for some other 
reason we cannot establish. That they 
totally disappeared, however, is conclu- 
sive. The fact is, that when a certain 
kind of whale becomes so scarce ns to lie 
in danger of extermination .it then be- 
comes unprofitable to chase it, and the 
opportunity for a renewal of the breed 
is favorable.”

“The special frequency,” the commis- 
sioners say, “with which asylum treat- 
ment is resorted to during tlie period 
from the middle of April to the middle 
of July corresponds with wliat has been 
observed hy asylum physicians — tliat 
there Ls a tendency to an exacerbation of 
the mental disorder of patients in asy- 
lums during tlie early part of summer; 
and it is interesting to notice also that 
tlie statistics of suicide in the general 
population show that this occurs most 
frequently during tlie same period.” 

The greatest number of recoveries take 
place during June, July and August, and 
they are fewest during the months of 
November, January and February. Tlie 
regularity in the rise and fall of the num- 
bers is twice interrupted. Tlie rise is in- 
terrupted by a fall in April, and the fall 
is interrupted by a rise in December. “It 
is considered proliahle that these inter- 
ruptions are due to some causes which 
recur regularly at these periods, because 
they are well marked in character; and 
it is suggested tliat the December rise is 
occasioned, in part at least, by the an- 
nual statutory revision of the condition 
of patients in asylums during that month. 
This revision is made by medical officers 
of asylums with a view to determine 
whether they can properly give the cer- 
tificate of the necessity for further deten- 
tion in tlie asylum which is annually re- 
quired to legalize the continued residence 
of all patients who have been three years 
in an asylum. The occurrence of the 
large number of recoveries during the 
months of June, July and August is 
probably due to the large number of ad- 
missions during May, June and July, as 
more than 48 per cenL of all the recover- 
ies which Lake place during the first year 
of residence occur within three months 
of the date of admission.” — Pall Mall 
Gazette.

Giant Spiders of Ceylon. 

Far up in the mountains of Ceylon and 
India there is a spider that spins a web 
like bright, yellowish silk, the central net 
of which is five feet in diameter, while 
the supporting lines, or guys as they are 
called, measure sometimes ten or twelve 
feet long, and riding quickly in theearly 
morning y ju may dash right into it, tlie 
stout threads twiuing around your face 
like a lace veil, while, as the creature 
who has woven it takes up his position 
in the middle, he generally catches you 
right on the nose, and, though he seldom 
bites or stings, the contact of liis large 
body and long legs is anything but pleas- 
anL If you forget yourself and try to 
catch him, bite he will, and, although 
not venomous, his jaws are as powerful 
as a bird's beak, and you will not forget 
the encounter. 

Tlie bodies of these spiders are very 
handsomely decorated, being bright gold 
or scarlet underneath, while tlie upper 
part is covered with tlie most delicate 
slate colored fur. So strong are the webs 
that birds the size of larks are frequently 
caught therein, and even tlie small bat 
powerful scaly lizard falls a victim. A 
writer says tliat he has often sat and 
watched the yellow and scarlet monster, 
measuring, when waiting for his prey 
with his legs stretched out, fully six 
inches, striding across the middle of the 
net. and noted the rapid manner in which 
he wound his stout threads around the 
unfortunate captive. He usually throws 
tlie coil about the head till the wretched 
victim is first blinded and then choked. 
In tuaDy unfrequented dark nooks of the 
jungle you may come across most perfect 
skeletons of small birds caught in these 
terrible snares, the strong folds of which 
prevent the delicate bones from falling 
to tlie ground after the wind and weather 
have dispersed the flesh and feathers 
from the b ody.— Excha rs ge.

Frequently along the line of tlie New 
York Central are these odJ looking 
structures to he seen, and I noticed a 
couple as I passed under tlie bridges on 
th* Culver route from Ray Ridge to 
Coney Island recently. A few days later 
the knotted but uooseiess ropes swinging 
in the breeze caught my eye as I was 
awaiting a train at a little depot on tlie 
Hudson river, and curiosity induced me 
to question a railroad employe on the 
subject. 

The mystery that had puzzled me so 
frequently was simple enough of solu- 
tion. “Tliat contrivance is intended to 
warn freight brakeiuen of a bridge 
ahead," said my informant. “These 
men, os you know, frequently run along 
the roofs of freight cars in the night as 
well as the day time. It is often pitch 
dark, and they may rot know where 
they are even if on the lookout for possi- 
ble dangers. But in nine times out of 
ten they are too much engrossed in their 
work to think nbout low bridges, where 
a man standing erect or even kneeling 
on a car roof would have his brains 
dashed out against the hard stone or 
brick while the train swept from nnder 
him. Tlie gallows like structures you 
refer to are placed at a sufficient dis- 
tance from a bridge to give the brake- 
man time to lie flat on his car roof and 
thus avoid tlie danger. The rope ends 
strike him lightly on the head or shoul- 
ders as the train passes under them, thus 
giving him a gentle reminder of tho 
bridge ahead.”— New York Herald.

In 
another case a man swore to having re 
ccived injuries in a battle in which he was 
not present, and described his regiment as 
supporting a battery, when it was in a 
thick wood, Jistant half a mile from any 
artillery. In several instances within the 
editor's knowledge men who escaped from 
service by shooting off their fingers have 
received arrears ol pensions as if for hon- 
orable wounds. 



$500 And Twelve Months. 

The case of the State against J. O. 
Embry, charged with stabbing with intent 
to kill J. E. Gaitskill, by change of venue 
from Clark county, occupied several days 
of Judge Morton's court at Lexington, 
last week. The jury returned a ver- 
dict on Friday finding the defendant 
guilty and fixing his punishment at $500 
fine and imprisonment in the county jail 
for one year. 

The defendant was represented by Con- 
gressman W. C. P. Breckinridge, Judge 
George Denny, Hon. James H. Mulligan, 
Ex-Senator Rodney Haggard and Judge 
W. M. Beckner. The State was repre- 
sented by Mr. C. J. Bronston and County 
Attorney John R. Allen. 

The Mt. Sterling Sentinel-Democrat 
says that Mr. Embry was forced into trial 
without being ready. 

There were seventy-five witnesses for 
the State. 

Mr. Embry was unfortunate in having 
his case to follow so soon after the Good 
loe- Swope tragedy, as the juries will for 
a time be unusually severe. 

Embry was sent to jail where he will be 
compelled to remain at least until the 
Court of Appeals passes upon the case.

Mrs. Ooodloe's Son in Law Appointed. 

The President has appointed Mr. Thos. 
McDowell to fill the office of Collector of 
Internal Revenue, made vacant by the 
death oiCol. William Cassius Goodloe Mr. 
McDowell is a son-in-law of the deceased 
and although only about twenty-three 
years old, is said to be a good man for 
the place. He is the son of Major Henry 
C. McDowell, the owner of Ashland. His 
mother is a daughter of Lieutenant Col. 
Henry Clay, who was killed at Buena 
?*•**, Be » son of the distinguished 
Henry Clay. 

There were several gentlemen who 
wanted the place, and they made 
the point with the President that 
the interests of the Republican 
party would be injured should Mrs. 
Goodloe be appointed, as none of Col. 
Swope's friends would ever receive recog- 
nition in the district. The President, 
however, said that “the trouble between 
the men had been washed away by their 
blood, and was therefore at an end.” 

There were others, not applicants, who 
objected to any lady being appointed to 
an office with such important and compli- 
cated duties. 

The post-office at Lexington was sug- 
gested to the Pi esident by the friends of 
Judge Thomas who was an applicant for 
the office of Collector, and the point made 
that subsequent administrations, even 
Democratic ones, would not deprive her 
of the office. 



Charley Blylhe to llaag 

The case of the SUte of Ohio against 
Charley Blythe, late of this place, for the 
murder of Col. Jones in Cincinnati, last 
summer, was called in the Common 
Pleas Court, Cincinnati, last Wednesday, 
Judge Kuhmler presiding. , 

The State was represented by attorney 
Schwartz and assistant attorney Little- 
field. Blythe was defended by Mr. Robt. 
C. Pugh. 

The indictment charged the defendant 
with the commission of murder for the 
purpose of robbery. 

An intelligent jury was secured from 
Hamilton county, outside of the city. 

Testimony was heard as to circum* 
stance* and confession. Blythe was then 
put on the witness stand and made a 
statement of the tragedy. He said that 
he was in the stable when Col. Joms 
came in and cursed him for not havirg 
pulled the weeds out of the garden, order- 
ing him to go at once to that work, and 
striking him on the shoulder with a stick 
as he went out the door. That he turned 
sudJenly, seized a club and struck Col. 
Jones on the head, knocking him senseless 
to the floor. He took the watch to pro- 
vide money for escape, and pawned it. 
But after he discovered the man hole 
into the sewer and succeeded without 
detection in hiding the body, he decided 
not to leave the city, but went next morn- 
ing and payed his rent. 

The case was argued on Thursday and 
the instructions were most liberal to the 
accused. 

Charley maintained a uniformity quiet 
but interested expression throughout the 
trial, his countenance never changing in 
the slightest. The remark of attorney 
Littlefield that “so cool, so calculating, 
so remorseless a villain he never saw,” 
had no perceptible effect on the prisoner ; 
nor did the remarks of his lawyer, 
Mr. Pugh, when he said, ‘"gentlemen, the 
best we can expect at your hands is im- 
prisonment in the penitentiary, for a long 
term of years — perhaps for life." 

Mr. Pugh’s speech was an able one. 
Judge Kuhmler remarked to the editor of 
The Climax that it was as “powerful a 
defense as he had ever heard.” Mr. 
Pugh said to us that he had no hope. 

The jury was out an hour or two and 
returned a verdict of guilty in the first 
degree. 

Frank Buford, colored, formerly of 
Richmond, said when the case went to 
the jury that Charley had lived at his 
house, and he knew all about the case, 
and that he feared the worst. 



The Navagsa Rioter* on Trial. 

On Tuesday of last week the cases of 
the United States against eighteen of the 
miners who murdered five of the Phos- 
phate Company’s officers — Mahone, Fos- 
ter, Fales, Shea and Marsh — on the 
Island of Navassa, West Indies, Septem- 
ber 14th, were called in the district court 
at Baltimore, Judge* Bond and Morris 
presiding. Alter nineteen challenges by 
the defense and five bjrshe prosecution, a 
jury was secured. 

District Attorney Hayes consumed two 
hours in his statement of the case. He 
said that the murders were committed 
*0 that about seventy of the miners could 
escape to Havti and thereby avoid fur- 
ther work on the island, and the payment 
of indebtedness to the company. That 
the ring -leaders and their accessories 
were of recent importation to the island 
and finding that there was more work 
than fun, and having made more purchases 
at the commissaries Uian their wages 
would pay, they became dissatisfied. 
Attorney Hayes further says that there 
was no trouble or complaint whatever up 
to the time that Superintendent Geo. W. 
Tipton died on September 4II1. That the 
prisoners and their comrades united in 
their words of esteem for the deceased 
superintendent. The attorney also said 
that the punishment inflicted upon several 
offenders by Acting Superintendent 
Smith between September 4th, and the 
day of the riot, September 14th, was the 
same that was in use in the United States 
Navy and the Navy of Great Britain. 

l)r. C. D. Smith, the Acting Superin- 
tendent above mentioned, was the first 
witness and occupied the stand four hours. 
He detailed the horrors of the riot in a 
most dramatic way and held the crowded 
house in breathless silence. He is an 
educated and accomplished gentleman 
and gave both an intellectual and minute 
description of the tragedy, the days of 
anxiety, and suspense, and his escape 
with the remaining officers, to the British 
man-of-war, Forward. The Doctor testi- 
fied that a large number of the miners 
were friendly to him and the other officers 
or all of them would have'bcen murdered. 
They were not expecting any trouble, and 
had allowed their guns and pistols to 
become rusty and otherwise unfit for 
immediate use, and their cartridges chuck- 
ed away in places rather promiscuously. 
Even after the riot was begun he did not 
think it was going to assume the propor- 
tions that it did. 

Mining-boss C. W. Roby occupied the 
stand for a long time and corroborated 
Dr. Smith in all his statements. Mr. 
Roby was the first one attacked. He 
was struck from the rear at the mines and 
left for dead. When taken to headquar- 
ters Dr. Smith sewed up the scalp wounds 
with thirty-two stitches, and, by the way, 
it was a remarkably fine piece of surgery. 

A number of other witnesses have 
been examined, most of them colored, 
corroborating Dr. Smith. The trial con- 
tinues and will occupy yet several days.

The last will and testament of Col. 
Wm. Cassius Goodloe, attested by Judge 
J. R. Morton and Thos. McDowell, has 
been admitted to probate. It is as follows : 

Believing in the uncertainty of life and 
the certainty of death, and feeling that 
justice to those 1 most love and cherish 
imperatively requires that I should do 
all things best calculated, in my judg- 
ment, to promote their happiness and 
secure them, so far as I am able, from 
want, or the dependence on charitable 
friends for support, now be it known by 
all whom it may concern, that I, Wil- 
liam Cassius Goodloe, of the city of Lex - 
ington, and State of Kentucky, being of 
lawful age and sound mind, and in the 
enjoyment of health and all my faculties, 
do freely make this my last will and test- 
ament. 

First — I desire the payment of all my 
lawful debts, according to expressed 
agreement, and without regard to using 

law. 

Second — The payment of all my funer- 
al expenses. 

Third — I will and bequeath to my wife, 
Mary E. Goodloe. all my property of 
whatever description — real and personal 
— that I may possess at the time of my 
death. All of said property is to be 
wholly and entirely hers, to do with while 
living as she pleases, and to devise by 
will to whomsoever she chooses at her 
death. There must be no misunderstand- 
ing about this ; ail property of whatever 
description must be owned, held and en- 
joyed by my wife, Mary Elizabeth Good- 
loe. 

In thus making provisions for my wife, 

I thereby make the surest provision pos- 
sible for my darling children ; having full 
faith and confidence that her motherly i 
instincts and natural affection will, dur- 
ing her life, insure the gratification of 
their every want and rational pleasure. 

I am content to believe that at her death 
the will make such an equal distribittion 
amoog them of her entire effects as would 
meet with my assent were I living. 

Fourth — I hereby appoint and empower 
mv wife, Mary Elizabeth Goodloe, as my 
sole executor to carry out the provisions 
of this will, and ask that no security be 
required of her, *s none is necessary. 

This will is written on two pages of 
legal cap paper, all in my own hand- 
writing. Done in the city of Lexington, 
on Tuesday, November 20, 1874, and may 
God have mercy on my sou! and guard, 
protect and bless those I leave behind me.

The hennequen, or Sisal hemp, is a 
much lower priced article, selling at 
from 6 even to nine cents per pound, 
while the pita, properly prepared, should 
bring three times as much. The vast 
area of the north coast lands of Hon- 
duras afford a splendid region for the 
cultivation of this plant. 

The observant traveler cannot fail to 
remark the immense quantities of it 
springing up wild on every hand, and 
the practical mind deplores the wasting 
of such wealth. In one section in par- 
titular, the vast country stretching from 
Yoi’o to Truxillo, the pita — the Bromalis 
Silvestris, to give it its botanical name — 
abounds in marvelous luxuriance. 

Further inland, in the mountainous 
districts, it flourishes equally well, as in 
the valleyB along the route of the pro- 
posed Interoceanic railway. It is a most 
accommodating growth with respect to 
locality. Splendid specimens may be 
seen in rocky, unheard of corners or 
springing from the brinks of dizzying 
precipices. From the stony soil, where 
other vegetation were doubtful, it towels 
up in astonishing strength and beauty. 
Its cultivation is easy. Within eighteen 
months of the planting it has attained 
its full growth. Its leaves are then from 
six to nine feet u length and four to six 
inches wide. An acre of land will pro- 
duce from 1,000 to 1,500 plants, yielding 
on an average thirty leaves. Each leaf 
will weigh probably six ounces in the 
green state. This would give per acre 
something between 11,000 and 16,000 
pounds. 

The proportion of prepared fiber to 
the leaf is estimated at 20 per cent. The 
approximate yield per acre in marketable 
product would be from 2,200 to 3,200 
pounds, worth in New York, at 28 cents 
per pound, $610 to $896. This, in view 
of the little care necessary, is a result 
worth considering. After the first three 
or four months the only labor required 
is that of gathering the crop and pre- 
paring it.

Yet it is un- 
doubtedly true that immense fortunes 
await such enterprising men as will take 
to Central America, with their other 
capital, tho requisites of energy and per- 
severance.

With a 
view to easier transportation of the pro- 
duct, it would be advisable to select in 
Honduras a locality convenient to tho 
road to either Puerto Cortez, Truxillo, 
on the gulf side, or Atnapala ou the Pa- 
cific coast 

In Yoro, Olaucho, Santa Barbara and 
other scarcely peopled departments is a 
country of magnificent possibilities. Ex- 
aggerated stories of it that front time to 
time have been related in the press of 
the north have doubtless contributed to 
retard its progress. 

Undue stress has been laid upon its 
dangerous climate, which in reality is a 
perfectly healthy one. If the lowlands 
of the coasts he hot, there is nevertheless 
a constant and delicious sea breeze blow- 
ing inland, and the nights are always 
cool. The interior is very mountain- 
ous, with valleys long and wide, at 
various elevations of from 1,000 to 5,000 
feet above sea level. Here, although the 
vertical sun’s rays strike hotly upon the 
earth throughout tho day, the tempera- 
ture in the shade ranges seldom above 
76 degs. Fahrenheit There is thos no 
oppressiveness. Given these conditions, 

I cannot imagine any reason why an 
enormous success should not he made of 
the pita industry. 

To obtain a plantation of pita would be 
comparatively easy. Suitable land could 
be obtained from the government or oth- 
erwise at a low figure. The young plants 
would cost hardly anything. In case of 
a large enterprise well backed and likely 
to prove beneficial to the country it is 
quite probable that a large tract of land 
would be conceded by the government of 
Honduras. — Belize (Honduras) Letter. 

Where Fife and Bride Are.
